Two courses

power In spite of early reveracs 

In two ways: 

1, By Intensive, 
Indoctrination and by trying ta 
convince a sceptical population 
that the present troubles merely 
are growing paling to greatness, 

2. By direct military force at 
danger points, 

There is no immediate danger 
of a major uprising against the 
Reds, simply because there Is no 
possible way for the opposition to 
consolidate against them. The 
Party has, or is permeating every 
phase of Chinese life to organise 
and to watch, 

The danger to the Red regime 
liey rather in the stendy pressures 
of un unhappy people, the resist- 
ence and the despalr of over- 
burdened peasants who are too 
short of food to take the long 
view, the opposition of labour 
which ts tired of promises and 
pay envelopes which already 
won't stretch far enough. 

It looks to me as though the 
Reds must hold on by force until 
thelr programme has a chance to 
work, If indeed it ever can be 
made to work in a nation that 
was so poor to start with and so 
aver-crowded that it leaves little, 
if any. margin for experimenta-~ 
lon. The realities of the situa- 
ton are catching up with the 
Chinese Communists very rapidly 
indeed, 

Economic flaws 


The Reds held the inflationary 
line pretty well for thelr first 
couple of months in Western 
China and the Yangtse Valley. 
Their swift restoration of the 
rallroads enabled them to deliver’ 
food to needy points far better 
than the old Nationalist Govern 
ment,. which always looked to 
foreign help to meet cach. stic- 
ceeding. emergency. But summer 
floods cut. the creps, and _ the 
armies and. the citics drained food 
from ‘the countryside at a perilous 
rate once foreign -ships stopped 
calling’ anid: that: 
sourco—ECA—iisappeared,

The Inws of economics began-| 


to catch up with the Reds carly 
in the autumn. Like the Na- 
tionalists, they simply spent more 
money than they could afford to 
spend, They increased  taxcs 
steeply, both In money and in 
kind, but my guess today Js that 
they’ are spending somewhere 


between one half and two-thirds | 


more than they carn. 

So they ‘have had 
printing moncy, 

When the Communists entercd 
Shanghal Inst May, thelr’ dollar 
was quoted as 300 to one Ameri- 
enn dotlar, When I left Shang- 
hai on December 9, one Ameri- 
enn dollar fetched 16,500 Commu- 
nist dollars and you could get a 
jot more on the black market if 
you had a contact or two. It was 
i little risky, but you sometimes 
got 20,000 to onc. 

Back in 1947 you could safcly 
count on the Chinese dollar losing 
100 per cent of Its value every 60 
days. If it was quoted at 20,000 
to one on May 1, for example, 
you could depend on it being at 
lenst 40,000 to one by June 1. 
And we thought that was swift 
Inflation, The Communist dollar 
was dropping a lot foster than 
that when I left Shanghai on 
December 9. My guess then wos 
that It would be about 80,000 to 
one within a month, 

Price units 


The Gommunist money le 
losing value so fast that. prices 
no longer aro quoted In dollacs 
and conts. They are quoted In 
various price unite. When you 
pay your rent, for example, the 
rent price unit te multiplied by 
the exchange rate of the day— 
which the landtord himesif scte 
—and that's your bill, 

The Reds managed to control 
the rice price—vital commodity 
of China—during most of the 
autumn by dumping rice in the 
cillex everytime the price jumped. 
It was becoming apparent late in 
November that they were strip- 
ping the countryside to hojd the 
line in the cities, The farmers 
themxelves | alded in hia pro- 
tramme voluntarily, ° The ren- 
son for this seemed to be fear 
by the farmer of further com> 
mandeering by the military. The 
farmers were retaining -no = sur- 
pluses on the farms, It appears 
the farmers preferred to sell thetr 
enthe crop and buy-back what 
they necd rather than leave It 
where the armics might get it. 

In carly December the Gommu- 
nist Press announced that the 
foodstuffs which the Red armies 
had “borrowed” from the farmers 
during the crossing of the Yang- 
tse would not all be paid back. 
It wus explained that some of 
these food loans came from 
“hourders’—tn brief, that these 
food loans largely. came . from 
bourgeols who have no right to 
expect repayment. It looked very 
much as though the Reds simply, 
didn't have the food to Bay back: 
For that muatter—rather~ than 
repaying any food loans, they aro 
pushing o taxation ‘in kind’ pro- 
gramme in the countrysides try 
Ing to get more food. 2, 

Rice dumping in the cities 
began tapering off Inte in No- 
vember and the prices jumped 
terrifically. ‘There -were _ periods 
of near panic and in. Nanking. 
some rice ‘shops were! looted. 
Rice was climbing steadily. when 
I left Shanghai but thero still: 
seemed to be enough of it it you,
